The 
e¢rowd in thé vicinity of St. Paul’s seemed to 
be impressed with the religious order of the 
exercises within the editicc, for it was the most 
orderly crowd of any that have assembled thus 
far inthe celebration. In the carriage with 
the president was Vice-President Morton and 
Mr. Hamilton. As the president stepped from 
his carriage, followed by the vice-president 
and Mr. Hamilton, the committee of Trinity 
vestry stepped from the gateway aud escorted 
the parity tu the West entrance, where the rec- 
tor of Trinity, Rev. Dr. Dix, was waiting 
to escort the president to the old Washington 
pew. Inthe carriage were Mrs. Harrison, 
Mrs. Morton and Clarence Bowen. A few 
minutes later the carriage containing Governor 
Hill, Mayor Grant and Genéral Schofield, 
rolled through the police lines and drew up in 
front of the Vesey street gate.

THE GHKREAT LKEVIEW. 
Something Over Five Hours in Passing a 
Given Point. 

New York, April ©0.-—The crush in the 
streets in the lower part of the city was so 
great, as the vast Aodies of military continued 
to arrive attheir appointed places, that it was 
found Ajeécessary to make a formal start some- 
what’ earlier than had been intended. This 
was done in order that the line might be 
lengthened out and got in marching order,thus 
relieving at once the pressure in the lower 
wards and placing the head of the column in 
such position that, when the president reached 
the rey lewing stand, he need be : ubjected to 
no delay. At precisely 10:25, General Scho- 
field gave the order, and the greatest military 
parade of modern times started. From Pine 
street, the pointfrom which the start was 
made, up Broadway as faras the eve could 
reach, the sidewalks were literally blockaded 
with people. As the gorgeous pageant began 
to move up -broadway, all the 
patriotism in. tiis mass, which had 
been pent up now for many hours, broke forth. 
Cheers rent the air, handkerchiefs and ban- 
ners held in the hands of the populace began 
waving, aud New York and its many thousand 
of visitors were happy. The scene along the 
first of the line of march almost beggars de- 
scription. At o'clock the monster 
pur vile had reached the turn at 
Waverly place. The city hall and Waverly 
place stands were packed almost toa degree 
of suffocation, and numerous ticket holders 
were unable to gain access te them, or in many 
cases, even to cross the lines. 

Once Broadway, as. far-as the eye could see, 
was 


A BLAZE OF BUNTING 
and a sea of faces. The housctops, windows, 
ledges, telegraph poles and lamp posts, 
private stands without number, 
and every possible vantage ground vied with 
the sidewalk crowds in numbers. The first 
division of the regular troops, cadets and 
naval corps who headed the line, evoked ap- 
plause atthe various points along the line. 
In fact, it must be said of the troops generally 
that they presented a fine appearance and 
marched well. The Ohio regiments. under 
General Foraker, were entitled to special 
commendation in this regard. That this was 
appreciated by New Yorkers was evident ‘rom 
the applause that greeted them along the line. 

At 11:05 the head of the column turned into 
Waverly Place arch, not having as yet been 
called upon to make room for the carriages of 

THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY. 

So great was the crush about the sub-treas- 
ury when the ceremonies there were com- 
pleted, that it was with considerable difficulty 
that the police cleared the way for the presi- 
dent's carriage to reach Broadway. 

Just before 12:30 o’clock the president and 
other hr aored guests of the day were driven 
city hall standin open carriages.

The long line of soldiers with their trappings 
and trimmings glittering in the sun, looked 
like some vast river of humanity slowly mov- 
ing on, turning aside for no one. As the 
troops filed into Fifth avenue they were greet 
ed with cheer after cheer. 

{nto Union square came the head of the 
column. The troops madea beautiful turn, 
and passing by the statue of Washington, 
wound around the square like some huge, 
gaily colored serpent.

seemed to be a mass of flags and buntin-. 
Two big stands were handsomely decorated, 
and early in the day the crowd began to gather. 
The president and party arrived at 12:53) 
o'clock. Inthe box with the president were 
Vice-president Morton, Chief Justice Fuller, 
secretary of State Blaine, Mayor Grant, Gen- 
eral Sherman, Admiral Porter, Hamilton Fish, 
Eldridge T, Gerry, ex-Presidents Cleveland 
and Hayes. The huzzasof the people that 
were wafted upthe avenueon the wind «at 
noon announced to those on thestands at 
Madison square of the approach. of 
the parade. Even at that time the head oi 
the parade had only turned into the avenue 
at Washington square. A squad of mounted 
police galloped up with a loud clatter, and 
cleared the crowds back to the sidewalks. 
The scene at the square was a brilliant one. 
For fully two hours before the parade arrived 
the stands were occupied by people who had 
determined to be patient and thereby secure 
cood seats. 

At 1 o’clock there was a stir about Madison 
square, Which betokened the drawing near of 
the president and party. The soldiery hac 
arrived at Twenty-second street, and wer, 
drawii i» on either side, leaving an avenue 
through which the company from the sub- 
treasury could be driven. At ten minutes 
past one the carriages containing the presi- 
dent and his party drove up. 

ON THE STAND 

President Harrison stood in the center. On 
his right was General Sherman, and on his 
left was Mayor Grant. To the left of the lac 
ter were ex-Presidents Cleveland and Hayes. 
Russell Harrison stood on an elevation a little 
back from his father. But a few minutes 
elapsed after the arrival of the presidential 
party, When the military started. With hardly 
a halt, the great column moved on past the 
erand stand, and it was twenty minutes past 
6when the last of it had passed, and the 
president was able to rest his right 
arm, which, for five hours, had 
been constantly busy, in answering salutes. 

‘ He removed his hat when General Schofield 
passed, as he did when the governors rode by. 
To the leaders of the brigade, regiments aud 
in some instances. companies, he only touched 
his hat. There were two noiable exceptions 
to the latter rule, however, when in two in- 
stances, captains carried their swords in their 
left hands. Their rignt coat sleeves were 
empty, and in recognition of this the presi- 
dent bowed profoundly, and raised his hat. 
General Sherman, Mayor Grant, Secretary 
Windom and Mr. Cleveland left long before 
the procession was over. Throughout the 
soldiery made a remarkably fine appearance. 
The Seventh New York won its usual laurels. 
Pennsylvania made one of the biggest turn- 
outs. Governor Hill was loudly cheered. 
Ovations were given also to most of the gover- 
nors, Foraker, of Ohio, and Buckner, of 
Kentucky, very prominent among them, and 
the Grand Army of the Republic came in at 
the end, and were received all along the route 
with cheers and hurrahs, though neary every 
one who had viewed the long parade were thor- 
onghly tired out. From the Madison square 
reviewing stand to the disbanding 
point at Fifty-seventh street, the crowd was, if 
anything, thicker than below Twenty-third 
street. As the hours wore on the crowd re- 
freshed itself with fruit, sandwiches and tem- 
perance drinks, purchased from vendors who 
swarmed on every side. In one instance an 
enterprising truckman Was shrewd enough to 
lay in keg of beer, and he bitterly bewailed 
hig short-sightedness in not putting aboard a 
dozen when he saw that his single keg lasted 
just twenty minutes. Trom thecommon coun- 
cil stand came a perfect stream of oranges to 
tired soldiers whenever the column halted. 
Barrels and boxes near the stand readily 
brought from 25 to 50 cents, and seats of trucks 
were often twice filled, as the original pur- 
echasers became tired and forsook them. Many 
people brought chairs and camp stools to the 
stand, and one Jong headed individual carried 
a stepladder about with him, which he planted 
wherever he pleased. The only draw- 
back to his perfect enjoyment was the 
constant effort on the part of the 
numerous small boys to upset his ladder. 
The stands in front of the various churches 
were well patronized, and from Fiftieth street 
up, where broad railings abounded, each house 
had half a hundred sightseers clinging below 
stands built above the railings. Accidents 
were exceedingly rare, although fainting spells 
were common enough. On the whole, the 
affair was 

MOST ADMIRABLY MANAGED. 

At Fifty-seventh street, where the parade 
was dismissed, the organizations filed away 
both right and left without any blocking 
worthy of mention. As each Sstate’s troops 
staff reached the point, the commanders 
halted and reviewed the several bodies, falling 
in againin the rear. The last grand army 
post reached the dismissing point at 6:50. 

THE LARGEST AND MOST CLOSELY PACKED 
crowd that tried to see the parade was at the 
point where it was dismissed. According to 
the programme the dismissa] should have taken 
place at Fifty-ninth street and Fifth avenue, 
but owing to the inability of the police to clear 
the avenue from Fifty-seventh to Fifty-ninth 
streets, Colonel Crnger dismissed the troops at 
Fifty-seventh street without a hitch, leaving 
the great assemblage entirely out in the cold 
that bad been waiting above that point 
since morning. When the head of the pro- 
cession reached Fiity-seventh, the mounted 
police made an effort to disperse the crowd, 
but they only succeeded in causing the greatest 
confusion and excitement among women and 
children. In the crush three women were 
seized with convulsions, and one fainted. 
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hey were cared for by a surgeon stationed 
near by in a police wagon fitted up as an am- 
bulance. The end of the procession did not 
reach Fifty-seventh street until after 7 o'clock.

ness anddoubt and struggle, burst forth in the 
bright light of independence and liberty, and be~ 
come “cone people,” free, determined and confi- 
dent, chullenzing the wonder of the universe, pros 
claiming the dignity of man and invoking the aid 
and fayor of Almighty God, In sublime faith and 
rucped streneth, our fathers crie¢ out to the world, 
“We, the people of the United States, in order to 
form a more perfect union, establish justice, insure 
domestte tranquility, provide for the common 
defense, promuie the general welfare, and secure 
the blessings of libeity to ourselves abd our pos- 
teriiv, do ors:ain and establish this constitution for 
the United States of America.

upon deeds of charity, That our people are still 
jenlous of their individual rights and freedom is 
proved by the fact that mo one in place or power 
has dared opeuly to assail them, The enthusiasm 


wiich marksthe celebration of the centennial of 


the inauguration of their first chief maglstrate 
st ows the porwiarappreciation of the value of the 
office which, in our pian of government, stands 
above all others, for the sovereiguty of the people, 
and is the repository of their trust. Surely such 
people can be safely trusted with their free govern- 
ment, andthere need be no fear that they have 
lost the qualities which fitthem to be its custodi- 
uns, 
if they should wander, they will return to dnty 
in good time. If they should be misled, they will 
discover the true landmarks none too late for safety, 
and*if they shoulieven be corrupted, they will 
speedily be found seeking with peace offerings their 
conntry’s holy alar, Let usthen baye an abiding 
faith in “our people.’’ Let petulance and diicontent 
with popular action disappear belore the truth that 
in any and all circumstances the will of the people, 
however it may be exercised, is the law of our 
national existence—the arbiter absolute and 
ichangeable by which we must abide.

l-natured complaints of popuiar Incompetency 
and self-righteous assertion of superior- 
ity over the body of the people are 
impotent and useless. but tliere is danger, I fear, 
that the secope of the words ‘Our people,’ and 
all they import, are not always fully apprehended, 
itis only natural that those in the various walks of 
life should see ‘‘our people” within the range of 
ir own Vision, and tind just aboutthem the in- 
post important and most worthy the care of 
government. Therich merchant or the capi- 
of the centre of wealth and enterprise, 
y hasa glimpse of the country blacksmith at 
his forge and the farmerin his field, and these in 
their turn know but litile of the laborers who crowd 
our manufactures and inhabit their own worid of 
toil, or of the thousands who laborin our mines. If 
the represe ntatives of every element of our populas 
tion and iniustries should be gathered together, 
they would tind but little of purely sSeitish and 
persona! interest in common, and upon a superficial 
glance but little would be seen to denote that only 
one people was represented, Yet, in the spirit of 
out institutions, all these, so separated in station 
and personal interest, area common brotherhood, 
and are “one people,’’ all of equal value befure 
the law, all having, by their suffrage, the 
same Voice in covernmenta! afiairs; all demanding 
withegqual force protection and defense, and all, 
in their persons and property, eqnally entitled to 
their government's scrupulous care.

This condition dem inds of ug a 
counterforce of liberality and toleration towards 
each other, and an enlightened regard for the con- 
dition of every individual who contributed tothe 
azeregate of our national greatness, This aggre- 
gate, fostered and increased by united earnest and 
unseitish effort, will yield full retnrn for individual 
enterprise and labor, wiibouf drying up the foun- 
tain of brotherly kindnessand forbearance upon 
w hich the political{health‘of our people depend.|This 
centennial time, which stirs our pride by leading 
us to the contemplation of the trynendous strides 
in wealth and greatness, also recalls to our mirds 
the virtues and unselfish devotion to principle of 
those who saw the first days of the republic. Let 
there be a new revival of our love for the principles 
which our country represents; let there be at this 
time a new consecration to the use of man’s freedom 
and equality, anda quickened sense of the solemn 
responsibility assumed before the world by every 
man who wears the badge of “Our People.’”’ The 
future beckons us on, Let us follow with an exalted 
and ennobling love of country and with courage.

Patriotic Songs Sung in the Chicago 


Churches. 

Cuicaco, April 30. — Chicago’s celebra- 
tion of the 100th anniversary of the inaugura- 
tion of George Washington was of the distrib- 
utive, rather than the concentrative, sort. The 
day was perfect, cool and bright. It was 
& legal holiday and business was entirely sus- 
pended. 

The central portion of the city blossomed 
with national colors wrought in all manner of 
artistic decoration. Out in the residence dis- 
tricts and away in the surrounding suburbs 
the stars and stripes floated from the balconies 
and housetops, with here and there wreathed 
& portrait of the first presidenf. The day was 
ushered in at sunrise with a salute, and at 8:50 
o’clock another salute of thirteen guns was 
fired. About this time the various 
military Organizations of the city emerged 
froin their armories in full dress uniform, and 
proceeded to the the different temples ol 
worship; Governor Fifer and his staff going to 

‘lymouth Congregational church. Services 
were held in ail of the churches of the city, 
the exercises partaking largely of a patriotic 
Character. The national colors were visible 
everywhere, and such patriotic songs as 
“America,” ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner’ and 
‘Yankee Doodle’ were sung by the congrega- 


tA, Ala., April 30.—While Nelson Bat- 
tery was firing the national salute in honor of 
the Washington centennial, Jesse Russell,who 
vas handling the ramimer staff, was biown 
from the mouth of the cannon by a premature 
discharge of the gun. When his comrades 
ran to his assistance they found him with his 
right arm blown off below the elbow and one 
eye put out, and herribly{powder burned and 
mangled. 

STANTON, Va, April30.—The centennial 
was observed here by morning services in the 
several churches and appropriate sermons, 

Bosron, April 30.—Although the legislature 
failed to make today a holiday, it was quite 
extensively observed as such in Boston and 
neighboring towns. The day was ushered in 
with the ringing of bells and firing of salutes. 
Special services were held at many of the Prot- 
estant churches. At the Catholic churches 
masses were celebrated. 

PHILADELPHIA, April, 30.—The centennial 
of the inauguration of Washington was very 
quietly observed in this city. The day was 
made a legal holiday in the state by legisla- 
tive enactment, and business was therefore 
almost entirely suspended. 

ITTSBURG, April 30.—The 100th anniver- 
sary of the inauguration of Washington was 
appropriately celebrated here today. 

Louis, April 20.—The day dawned 
bright, and but few clouds threatened to mar 
the consummation of the projected grand 
street display commemmerative to the 100th 
anniversary of the inauguration of Vresident 
Washington. The programme was well car- 
ried out, 

CINCINNATI, April 30.—An arrangement 
was made here for the observance of the cen- 
tennial of constitutional government by clos- 
ing the business houses, holding thanksgiving 
services in the churches, ringing bells, and in 
the afternoon by speeches in Eden park. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., April 00.— Washington 
centennial was observed here today by a 
general suspension of business. 

LEXINGTON, Va., April 30.—All business 
was Suspeuded here today, the national holi- 
day being strictly observed and respected like 
Sunday. 

RicumMonp, Va., April 30.—Floyd Rice, col- 
ored, fell through the dome of the Richmond 
theater this evening, a distance of seventy 
feet, while hauling down an American flag, 
and was instantly killed, 

BiIrRMINGHA™, Ala., Apr'l 30.—The centen- 
nialof Washington’s inauguration was cele- 
brated here by a speech from Senator Jolin T. 
Morgan on the constitution of the United 
States. He closed by showing how that instru- 
ment was sufficiently elastic to enable the 
people to rid themselves of the element of dis- 
cord—negro suffrage—saying this was the 
ultimate solution of the race question.

Mr. Parnell said that be did not communicate 
with Ford or Fenian convictsin America, neither 
did he meet them there. He first beard of the 
Clan-na Gael in America. He doubted thatthe 
conyention at Cincinnati advocated the destruction 
of the link between England and Ireland, which 
was so opposed to his opinion. He did not leave 
his interests in America in the hands of Ford 
and the Fenians, but in the hands of Mr. Dillon 
anda body representing the party co-operoting in 
America with the partyin Ireland. He had urged 
boycotting under certain conditions, but never in- 
timidation,

FOUGHT TO THE DEATH. 
A Duelin the Road Between Two Alabams 
Farmers. 

CHATTANOOGA, April 30.—[Special.J—A 
deadly duel occurred in Jackson county 
Alabama, that resulted in the death of 
one of the participants. Two farmer neigh- 
bors living at some distance from Scottsboro, 
named J.T. Prince and J. H. Green, quar- 
reled over some trivial matter and Green 
threatened to kill Prince. This threat was 
learned by Prince and he prepared himself 
with ashot gun. On Saturday morning the 
two men met in a public road 
and immediately dismounted from 
their horses and resumed the quarrel. They 
finally decided to fight it out, and Green made 
for Prince with a large dirk, making a vicious 
plunge at him. Prince dodged and seized 
Green’s arm, and the deadly struggle began in 
earnest. Prince’s gun was leaning against the 
fence, and the question with him was how te 
get it before he was killed himself. With @ 
sudden elfort he tripped Green, throwing him 
to the ground, and immediately made a break 
for his gun, which he reached just as Green 
wasin striking distance. Without leveling 
the gun Prince thrust the muzzle against hig 
enraged enemy, pulled the trigger, and lodged 
a heavy load of buckshot in his breast, killing 
him instantly. Prince gave himself up, and ig 
now in Scottsboro jail to await trial. 


THE EVIDENCE ALL IN, 
And Argument in the Hawes Trial te 
Begin. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 30.—[Special.]— 
Testimony in the Hawes murder trial closed 
at noon today, and the case may go to the jury 
by Thursday night. 

R. D. Thompson, the missing detective, 
was the last witness put on the stand. He 
was introduced by the state in rebuttal, 
and his appearance was a@surprise to thé 
defense and the public. Thompson was @ 
detective inthe employ of the Georgia Pacifie 
railroad, and had been visiting Mrs. Hawes 
for some time before the murder. Shortly 
before the disappearance of the Hawes family, 
Thompson disappeared, After the murders 
detectives searched everywhere for him, and 
failing to find any trace of him a theory was 
advanced that he had also 

BEEN MURDERED BY HAWES. 

In February last a dead and decaying body 
found near the city was partly identified ag 
thatof Thompson, Then the missing detec- 
tive was heard of. He was alive and at work 
in Thomasville, Ga. 

During the Hawes trial the defense sought 
to prove that Thompson closely resembled 
Hawes and thereby establish the hypothesig 
that he was the man seen by witnesses on the 
night of the murder. Solicitor Hawkins tele- 
graphed Thompson at Thomasville, Ga., and 
induced him to come here asa witness. He 
arrived at 11:35 and went immediately to the 
court house 

AND TOOK THE STAND. 
Then it was seen that he was very much 
smaller than Hawes and the resemblance 
between them was very slight, about the only 
point being that they have the same color and 
size moustache. 

Thompson testified that he left the city on 
the 16th day of November. Now that the 
evidence isallin the general opinion is thas 
Hawes will certainly be convicted.

A number of cows are calmly grazing upon 
the wiregrass in the cooi shadows of the pines. 
They look up ina mild surprise and gaze 
through the barbed wire fencing at the unus- 
ual spectacle of a visitor passing by their quiet 
retreat. 

A halloa at the gate, and a female voice ex- 
plains that there is no dog upon the premises 
and directs the inquirerto the last cabin where 
will be found the object of his search. 

Stretched upon his cot, lutlea by the drowsy 
murmur ofthe pines, the old man is taking 
an afternoon siesta and gaining strength for 
another hundred years or so of life. 

A touch upon the shoulder, the promise ofa 
slight gratuity and the old centenarian comes 
out and sitting upon the cabin steps commenc- 
es his remarkable reminiscences, He is a fine 
looking oid darky, rather below the medium 
heighth, with a short gray beard, and his 
cranium well covered with gray wool. He has 
the pleasant and respectful manner of the ne- 
groes raised with people of refinement in the 
olden time. His story runneth thus: 

“My name is Henry Golden. Iam 122 years 
old; having been born in Richmond, Va., nine 
years before the revolutionary war. I was the 


property of Richard Golden, but was given 


when a baby to George Lumpkin, his son-in- 

law. I was born January 10th, 1767, at mid- 
night. Mrs. Lumpkin’s bey was born about 
the same time. I was accordingly given to 
him, and my mcther was sent to South Caro- 
lina. 

“Mr. Lumpkin kept a notel in Richmond 
and I was trained asa waiter. I well remem- 
ber the excitement when the revolutionary war 
broke out and recollect the march under which 
the soldiers went to fight the Lritish. They 
bad a fife and druin. 

“I often saw Lafayette. He was aspare 
built man and used to stop at Mr. Lumpkin’s 
hotel. I waited upon the table where Lafay- 
ette and the other officers dined. They always 
had wine on the table. Lafayette and the 
others used to joke me and he gave me many 
a small coin, what we Gall five cents now. La- 
fayette used to speaka little differently than 
the other men. They all used to laugh a great 
deal. Ho used to call me some funny name, 
but I wanito tell the truth and I cannot re- 
member now exactly what it was. 

“Yes, sah; I saw General Washington often. 
I saw him three or four times after he com- 
menced to muster his troops. The muster 
ground was about a quarter of a mile square 
and the people came from ail around the coun- 
try to muster. ‘They had rifles with flint locks. 
I used to pass the grounds after going errands, 
The folks up there aint like they are here. 
When I would pass by Washington I used to 
hist my hat and say howdy to him. Iealways 
spoke pleasantly to me, but he wasa very busy 
man; alwayson the go. He was a larger man 
than Lafayette, rather short, and did not talk 
much; ic was toc busy. Lafayette was a fair 
talking man. I was not as well acquainted 
with Washington asl was with Lafayette. 
Washington rode an iron gray horse—a mighty 
proud stepping horse. I cannot remember ex- 
actly the color of Washington’s uniform. It 
Was either black or blue and trimmed with 
yellow. Heworea three-cormered hat and I 
think he had a feather init. Ile was always 
<lose-shaved when I saw him. Some ofthem 
told me he used to weara beard, but I never 
saw avy on-him. Llonce heard him make a 
epeech.’’ 

Iiere he paused afew minutes as if to let 
his memory rest admiringly upon these great 

1en, and then he continued: 

“Richmond was.a small town then, but a 
large number of soldiers were mustered there 
forthe war. Atone time, when they expect- 
edthatthe British were coming to the place, 
they put all the black ones in a large house 
outside of town and locked themup. They 
feared they were going torise and join the 
British. It was so packed in there that they 
could not lic down. The people put three kegs 
of powder under the house and said if any of 
the black ones tried to get out or do any mis- 
chief they would blowthe houseup. That 
was before the British burned the town. 

“I was stolen by a speculator, Gustin Jen- 
mings, who used togoto Virginia after black 
ones. He wasalsoamuletrader. He brought 
me to Greenesboro, in Greene county; then 
here. That was ten years before the stars fell 
41834). That was before Colonel Tift came 
here and there was only one house in Albany, 
and that was a warehouse near theriver. I 
Was takento Tallahassee and then to Bain- 
bridce. There was only one heuse in those 
places then. Jennings sold me to Hall, Hail 
to Sheperd Leonard, Leonard sold me to West 
Sheftield, of Decatur county. Mr. Sheflield 
died ten or twelve years before ’mancipation 
and left me to his son-in-law, Mose Weaver. I 
was head man on the Shevield place forty 
years. Mr. Weaver kuows all about me. 

“TIT have been in the poor house now five 
years.”’ : 

He held up his trembling hands and said: 
“My palsy troubles mea good dealnow. I 
Can't see as good as I used to. I can’t see far- 
ther now than that fence,’’ and he pointed to 
the palings about ten steps or more distant. 

“No, sah; IT dont know nothing more about 
Washington or Lafayette. I have told you all 
I know,” and with a graceful bow, one so well 
on in years, he bade the reporter good evening. 

Mrs: Ilard, the matron of the institution, 
was atthe window of her cabin as Tur Con- 
STITUTIUN man passed. Although fully famil- 
jar with paupers and taught suspicion by her 
intimate Knowledge of believes 
Strongly in all that Henry Golden says: 

*Ain’t it wonderful!” she exclaimed when 
the subject was breught up What a very old 
man heis. He was neariy agrown man when 
that war against the British was fought. Yes, 
I mean the revolutionary war-”’ 

** How long hasit been since the Indian war?” 

The reporter was forced to reply that he did 
not remember exactly, but thought it was about 
thirty or forty years. 

“No it is longer than that,’’she réplied, ‘‘for 
I was a little girl then and I am now 58 years 
old. Iam gettin’ mighty old myself.” 
| The reporter suggested that 58 years was not 
old, but that she was just in the prime of life 
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and told her she onght to feel young when she 
thought of Henry Golden and his 122 years of 
life. 

A satisfied expression crowned her face. 
“Yes, that is so,’’ she replied. “I aint half as 
old as he is,” and she withdrew from the win- 
dow looking at least ten younger, so juvenile 
did she feel when she compared her age with 
that of Henry Golden, who is now well ad- 
eng upon the second century of his exis- 

ence.

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THE MELON-GROWERS 


THE CONVENTION WHICH MEETS IN 
ALBANY TODAY. 
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The Question of Freight Rates—The Demand 
for Melons—The Keports from the Melon 
Districts, 


ALBANY, Ga., April 30.—[Special.]—The 
watermelon convention assembles in Albany 
today and everything that affects the interests 
of melon growers will be discussed. 

The question of freight rates was settled lats 
fail. Leading melon growers appeared be- 
fore the rate committee of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association and secured 
a@ reduction from one cent a ton per mile to 
eight mills per ton per mile to Ohio river 
points. The rates beyund the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers will remain the same as last year 
and will be added to the reduced rates this 
side‘to make through rates to points beyond. 

Commissioner Carter will issue rates on that 
basis sometime next week. 

THE DEMAND FOR WATERMELONS 
always depends larsely on the state of the 
weather, and last year the season commenced 
with cool weather that had a very damaging 
effect on business. 

Outside of the question of temperature, the 
Georgia melon is coming into wider demand, 
and: if some arrangement could be made by 
which shippers could act in some concert so as 
not to glut the markets by shipping to a place 
at the wrong time, and all at the same time, 
there would be consumption large enough to 
take ail the Georgia melons. Melons have 
been sacrificed in Cincinnati when they were 
bringing good prices in Louisville only 110 
miles away. 

When amarket becomes empty of melons, 
the dealers send telegrams all over Georgia 
With quotations, and the result is that the 
market is immediately flooded. 

“Tam out of the melon business,’ said a 
commission man, ‘‘fand I would Hke to say 
that it would be a great deal better for the 
melon growers if they would sell their melons 
in home markets, and make the buyers from 
the east and west come there to buy them. 
They would come if the shippers would 
not 

BREAK DOWN THE MARKETS 


by sending melons all over the country. The 
farmer ought to be paid for his melons when 
he puts them on the track and he ought not to 
have to worry with the transportation com- 
panies and the markets,’”’ 

Another commission man said: “It would 
be vastly better for the melon-growers if they 
could sell their melons in Georgia markets. 
Buyers would come to these markets from the 
east and the west if their markets were not 
broken down by the shippers. 

‘‘Another treuble is that irresponsible par- 
ties telegraph quotations” down into 
the melon country. °so much higher 
than any’ other prices offered that growers 
Ship them melons without stopping to inquire 
whether the dealers are responsible parties. 
The result is, the sharks get a commission and 
the grower gets nothing. There are good men, 
however, in thecities, north and west, who 
would come down here and buy, or buy 
through representatives, but for the indis- 
criminate shipning.”’ 

The reports from the melon district indi. 
cate increased acreage in some sections and 
possibly decreased acreage in others. The 
Georgia Southern and Florida road, completed 
last year, and the Atlanta and Florida road 
will add largely to the total shipment from 
G corgia.

DID EVE TALK FRENCH? 


Professor Darwin’s Idea of the Origin of 
Language. 
From Current Literature. 

Nosubject has been more fertile of specula- 
tion than the origin of language, and on few, 
perhaps, can less satisfaction be obtained. 
The Jews positively insist that the Hebrew 
tongue isthe primitive language, and that 
spoken by Adam and Eve. ‘The Arabs, how- 
ever, dispute the point of antiquity 
with the Hebrew. Of all the languages except 
the Hebrew the Syriac has had the great- 
est number of advocates, especially among 
eastern authors. Many maintain that the lan- 
guage spoken by Adam is lost, and that the 
Hebrew, Chaldee and Arabic are only dialects 
of the original tongue. Goropius published a 
work in 1580 to prove that Dutch was the lan- 
guage spoken in Paradise. Andre Kemp main- 
tained that God spoke to Adam in Swedish, 
Adam answered in Danish, and Eve spoke in 
French, while the Persians believe three lan- 
guages to have been spoken in Paradise—Ara- 
bic, the most persuasive, by the serpent; Per- 
sian, the most poetic, by Adam and Eve; 
and Turkish, the most threatening, by 
the Angel Gabriel. Erro claims Basque 
as the language spoken by Adam, and others 
would make the Polynesian the primitive lan- 
guage of mankind. Leaving, however, these 
startling theories, we maysumupin the words 
of Darwin: ‘‘With respect to the origin of 
articulate languages, after havingread on the 
one sidethe highly interesting works of Wedge- 
wood, Farrar and Professor Schleicher, and the 
celebrated lectures of Professor Max Miller on 
the other side, I cannot doubt that language 
owes it origin tothe initiation and modifica- 
tion, aided by signs and gestures, of natural 
sounds, voices of other animals and man’s 
own cries.”’

If 
the exempted military could have been compelled 
to serve, it would not have been so. 

The effect was the change of the trial to another 
county, which necessitates the going of alithe wit- 
nesses to that couuty, for which Bibb has to pay per 
diem and mileage, and which largely increases the 
expenses of the trial. 

Some of our judges and many of our people are in 
favor of a total repeal of the military exemptions, 
but I think in thisas inso many cases that some 
point between the extremes would be the proper 
action. I fully appreciate the value of our volun» 
teer military companies—would. encourage them, 
and in no way impair their efliciency, and would 
notadvise any modification, did I not know and 
had I not seen, the great evil consequent upon ex 
emptions in felony cases—particularly those punish- 
able with death, or life imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary.

THREE CLAIMANTS OF THE ESTA TE 
OF ADAM BECK, 


John Beck, Colored, of Indianapolis, in Conjunc- 
tion With His Brother and Sister Allege That 
the Miser Was Their Uncle, and Declare That 
They Are the Legal Heirs. 


Yesterday State Treasurer Hardeman re- 
ceived a letter from John Beck, colored, of 
Indianapolis, stating that he and his brother 
and sister, James and Mary Beck, who reside 
at Ivry, Indiana, are the legal heirs of Adam 

seck, the old negro who died in Atianta about 
six months ago and left $12,000. 

The claimants, from the letter, are under 
the impression that the property of which 
Adam Beck died possesséd fhas been turned 
over to the state of Georgia in the absence of 
his heirs. 

Treastirer Hardeman replied tothe letter, 
referring the Becks to the ordinary of Fulton 
county, as, under the law, the estate of Adam 
Beck would goto the county to be administered 
upon before being turned overto the state, 
where there were no beirs or claimants. 

Accompanying John Beck’s letier is his af- 
fidavit, duly attested before John Kt. Wilson, 
clerk of the circuit court for Marion ceunty, 
Indiana, and bearing date April 26, 1889. In 
this affidavit the claim of John, James and 
Mary Beck tothe estate of Adam Beck is 
set Up. 

John Beck, the affiant, goes on to say that 
he, bis brother and sister, were the children of 
Abram and Sadie Beck, who formerly lived 
near Gainesville, Ala., but who died years ago 
—that the three children left Alabama for In- 
diana when quite young—that Adam Beck 

vas their uncle and they knew of him through 
their father, Abram Beck. It is further stated 
that Adam Beck cameto Atlanta, was a miser, 
lived alone, and died leaving $12,000 in money, 
besides other property. 

The Becks claim the entire estate and say 
that they propose to take all necessary legal 
steps to secure It, 

John Beck, the affiant, is 47 years of ago 
and cannot read or write. In the affidavit the 
clerk of the circuit court affirms that Johu 
Beck is a man of good character.

City of Athens. 

An interesting’case was before the supreme 
court this week. It was the case of Fowler against 
the Athens City Waterworks, and the question at 
issne was one the courts have not passed upou JD 
this state. 

Some mouths aco a bouse owned by Mr. Fowler in 
the city of Athens caught fire. The companies re 
sponded promptly, The firsi company to arrive was 
a colored hose company, which attached its hose to 
a plug directly in front of the house. Ti had, hows 
ever, failed to bring along its spanner wrench, and 
of course conld not turnonthe water. Ina tew 
ninutes auother colored bose company came a:ong 
aud was more fortunaie than the first one in that it 
hadaspanneralong. The first company, with Is 
hore tothe plug, endeavored to borrow the second 
company's spanner; the second company woul i not 
lend, hoping to getitsown hose tothe plng. The 
wrangle began, words weie ‘ollowed by biows, and 
while the house of Mr. Fow!er wes burning the two 
colored companies were fighting over the piug. 

This was only an incident of the fire. 
of the house, Mr. Fowler, contends that when ths 
water was turned on the pressure 
so weak that a stream could not. 
thrown upon the house. That, notwith- 
standing the wrangle o1 the firemen, the flames 
could have been extinguished had the-pressure 
been strong enough. He, therefore, brought suit 
against the Athens city waterworks for damages. 

The case was tried ia the city court of Athens 
and the waterworks company won, A biil of eX» 
eeptions wus filed and the case brought to the 
supreme court for final adjudication. It was argued 
before Chief Justice Bleckiey and Justice Simmons 
but no decision was made, The walter 
company claims that Mr. Fowler has no 

ight to obtain damages from them, 48 
they were not organized for the pur- 
pose of snpplying water to extinguish 
the fire at Mr. Fowier’s house or any other persons 
house; that theircontract was with-the city, and if 
Mr. Fowler had a right of action if was against the 
city. The waterworks company claims to be able 
to show that the pressure was good and sufficient, 
but rely wholly upon the point above stated that 
their contract was with the city of Athens, and if 
any one is to be sued it is the city of Athens. They 
are responsible to the city ior the proper periorm- 
ance of their contract, but cannot be held responsi- 
ble by individual citizens for damages resulting 
from the destruction of houses by the flames. 

Hon. Sam Hardeman and Colonel T. W. Ruoker 
represent Fowler, whilethe water works company 
is defended by Messrs. Lumpkin & Burnett, of 
Athens. Itis perhaps due to the Athens firemen 
to state that they are notin the habit of fighting 
over plugs at fires, their attention generally being 
given tothe flames. Thecitv has one ofthe best 
volunteer departments.in the south, and its colored 
firemen are noted for their prowess at conflagra- 
tions,
